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Lunar PhenomenonTo Be Seen Here 





A total eclipse of the moon, visible throughout the United States 
and in portions of Europe and Africa, may be seen here during the 
early part of the evening of Monday, July 15. 

The earth’s shadow will first touch the moon at 9:15 eastern 
standard time, 6:15 in this section. 


Because of the early hour the 
beginning of the eclipse will not 
be seen effectively here, but the 
moon will be in the darkest por- 
tion of the shadow from about 
8 to 9 o’clock, which will be a 
convenient time for observation 
of the astronomical phenome- 
non. The entire eclipse will oc- 
cupy a period of five hours. 

The following information con- 
cerning the eclipse was given in 
a recent issue of the San Bernar- 
dino Sun, the hours given always 
referring to eastern standard 
time: 

The earth’s shadew will cover 
the moon completely for one hour 
and 40 minutes, the time requir- 
ed for the lunar body to traverse 
the 5,850 mile-wide breadth of 
the shadow at its point in the 
heavens. 

For much of the United States 
this will be the first total eclipse 
of the moon since 1927. 

At the beginning of the eclipse 
the bright surface of the moon 
at its eastern edge will begin to 
darken as it enters what is

known as the penumbra, or out- 
er area, of the shadow. At 10:12 
p.m., eastern standard itme, the 
umbra, or darkest portion of the 
shadow of the earth, will touch 
the moon's surface and from 
then until 11:09 p.m., the shad- 
ow progressively will darken it 
until it disappears from view at 
2:43 a.m. 

At the time of the eclipse the 
sun will be about 94,419,000 miles 
away from the earth and the 
moon will be 226,740 miles away 
on exactly the opposite side. The 
shadow cast by the earth will be 
cone-shaped, its base being a 
cross-section of the earth through 
its 8,000 mile diameter. It will 
extend into space about 639,100 
miles beyond the moon. 

The width of the earth’s shad- 
ow at the point where the 
moon’s orbit passes through it 
in this eclipse is nearly its max- 
imum possible width, making the 
approaching eclipse almost the 
maximum possible in time dura- 
tion.

A total of 441 persgns who had 
been on SERA employment pro- 
jects quit during June to enter 
employment of private individuals 
and concerns, Harold P. Thoreson, 
county SERA director, said today.

Seven persons on the relief rolls 
voluntarily left to enter business 
for themselves and 13 others left 
to harvest their own crops. There 
were 389 state homeless cared for 
n that period, given some slight

unemployable and 92 were found 
to have sufficient income from 
other sources to warrant the 
closing of their cases.

He 
expressed the belief that if the 
park were made a beauty spot, 
with additional recreational facil- 
ities, it would be used by many 
‘and would become a widely adver- 
tised Upland attraction.

— general. 


A wading pool, given to 
the: park by the Lions club sev- 
eral years ago, and a large fire- 
place and other facilities for pic- 
nic dinners are among the im- 
provements at the park. Various 
flower beds add color to the set- 
ting, with shade trees providing a 
cool atmosphere for the visitors. 

Watering of the trees and flow- 
ers and minor work about the park 
costs the city about $600 annual- 
ly. The work to be done in the 
SERA project will be paid for out 
of the government relief funds. 
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After Aug. 15 it will be 
WPA instead of SERA. 
The result will be virtually 


the same as far as giving per- 
scons employment. One of the 
principal differences will be 
that sponsors of projects will 
have to furnish 20 per cent of 
the total cost of every job un- 
dertaken, In changing - over 
from the SERA to the WPA 
delay will; be experienced in 
‘getting projects approved. 

“WPA” is short for Works 
Progress Administration, which 
is the new phase of President 
Roosevelt’s program to stim- 
ulate employment. In routine 
details some changes are being 
made from the present SERA 
management. As far as is 
known here the same depart- 
ment heads will be continued 
under the new program. 


Under the new setup pro- 
posed WPA projects may be 
grouped to obtain best possible 
Federal allocations for material 
and equipment. This will en- 
able sponsors, such as the city 
of Upland, to include projects 
with a high ratio of material 
and equipment in the same ap- 
plication with other jobs hav- 
ing a high ratio of labor.

The 
project includes the excavation 
and lining of diversion and out- 
let tunnels nine and 14 feet in 
diameter.
